WE Aids Area Economy 


The Merrimack Valley Works of 
Western Electric Co., paid 141 
Greater Lawrence suppliers 
$2,260,000 during the past 
year, according to its annual re- 
port. 

The Western Electric Co. made 
payments of $219,000,000 to 2,690 
suppliers in226 communities inthe 
Commonwealth during 1971, the 
report points out. 


The manufacturing and supply 
unit of the Bell System, had 1971 
sales totaling more than $6 bil- 
lion, an increase of 3 percent over 
the previous year, the company 
said today in its annual report. 

Of the 1971 total, sales of 
products and services to the Bell 
telephone companies accounted for 
$5,057-million, a gain of about 
$122-million over 1970. 

Sales to the U.S. Government in 
1971 were $824-million, compared 
with $756-million in 1970, and 
represented about 13 percent of 
total sales. 

Purchasing and transportation 
expenditures in 1971 were about 
$2.7 billion. These purchases were 
made from about 50,000 suppliers 
and carriers located in more than 
4,000 communities in every state 
in the nation. More than 90 per- 
cent of the suppliers are small 
businesses. 

In its purchasing program, the 
company bought from 290 
minority-group suppliers in 1971, 
almost three times the comparable 
1970 total. 

In this, his last annual report 
before he retired, Harvey G. 


Mehlhouse, chairman of the board 


of directors, said that the cost of 
doing business rose significantly 
in 1971. He noted that net income 
of $258-million was 4.3 cents per 
dollar of sales, the same rate as 
1970. However, the return onaver- 
age invested capital declined to 
9.4 percent, compared with 10.6 
percent in 1970. 

Costs would have been even 
greater, Mr. Mehlhouse said, were 
it not for improved efficiency and 
an aggressive engineering cost 
reduction program which produced 
new first-year savings of $74- 
million in manufacturing and ser- 
vice operations. That figure was 
$19-million more than the previous 
record achieved in 1970. An addi- 
tional $110-million in costs was 
saved or avoided in the buying of 
materials, supplies and transpor- 
tation services. 

Significant as these savings 
were, they alone could not do the 
entire job of offsetting the 
company’s higher costs. In Nov- 
ember, the company was allowed 
a modest increase in the prices 
of its manufactured products, pur- 
suant to the Government’s price 
regulations. This helped to off- 
set in part a substantial 16 per- 
cent, first-year increase in labor 
costs resulting from new three- 
year contracts negotiated during 
the summer with about 145,000 
union-represented employees. 

The average number of 
employees during 1971 was 214,- 
000, down slightly from the 216,000 
the previous year.

In Flux 


The town contract for the 
collection of garbage remains in 
a state of flux, with the contractor 
still collecting the material. 

Problems lie in the establish- 
ment of new contract regulations 
within the federal wage-price 
freeze guidelines.

At present the doctors have 
little parking facilities for 
patients. 

Also planned for the building will 
be laboratory and X-ray facilities, 
as further convenience for patients 
and professional diagnostic assis- 
tance, 

The present method of working 
in isolated offices for medical 
people is termed inefficient, obso- 
lete and expensive by the profes- 
sional people, who are seeking 
this solution to the problem. 

The doctors emphasize they can 
no longer remain in individual 
offices and adequately serve their 
patients. 

The Shawsheen location is ade- 
quate as far as municipal services 
such as water and sewer are con- 
cerned, and is believed by both 
professional people and the plan- 
ners to be properly located on a 
semi-outskirt area. 

Such a building shouldnot create 
traffic problems, it has been § 
stated.

Assistance 


Robert A, Podesta, Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce for Eco- 
nomic Development, has announced 
that the City of Lawrence, andthree 
towns in the immediate labor area 
have become eligible for Federal 
assistance in planning and 
financing major projects to stimu- 
late the growthof job opportunities. 

“This dasignation was made 
under President Nixon’s program 
to offer the full resources of the 
Federal Government to areas 
which have developed plans to 
overcome unemployment and 
lagging economic growth,’’ Po- 
desta said. 

They became eligible upon 
designation as a redevelopment 
area by the Economic Development 
Administration, U.S, Department 
of Commerce. aks, 

In addition to the City of Law- 
rence, the order includes the towns 
of Andover, North Andover and 
Methuen -- all of which have ex- 
perienced severe unemployment 
with the closing of local textile 
plants. 

Local officials say three textile 
plants in the Lawrence labor area 
have closed since June 1970 plac- 
ing more than 500 persons on the 
jobless rolls. The area had an 
unemployment rate of 9.2 percent 
in December 1971, they added. 

As a redevelopment area, it is 
eligible for the full range of EDA 
benefits, which include: 

-- Public Works grants and 
loans to help communities build 
facilities essential to long-range 
industrial and commercial growth. 

-- Business loans to help pri- 
vate enterprise establishor expand 
job-generating operations. 

-- Planning and technical as- 
sistance to help solve problems 
blocking growth and to help plan 
orderly development. 

EDA: public works loans may 
extend to 40 years at an annual 
interest rate of 5 1/4 percent. 
EDA business loans may run for 
periods of up to 25 years at an 
annual interest of 5 3/4 percent. 

The area is eligible for EDA 
grants of 60 percent of the cost 
of public works projects under- 
taken in connection with long-range 
programs for economic develop- 
ment. 


Rate Rises 


Some 7.5 percent of the 
Massachusetts work force was 
unemployed in January, as the 
number of persons out of work rose 
by 13,400 between December and 
January to 194,900, Herman Vi 
LaMark, Director, Division of Em- 


ployment Security announced, The 
last January in which the unem- 
ployment rate reached 7.5 percent 
was in 1959. 

Total employment in the state 
dropped to 2,408,800, some 69, 400 
less than the number reported 
working in December. 

The seasonally adjusted unem- 
ployment rate in Massachusetts 
in January was 7.0 percent, com- 
pared to 5.9 percent nationwide. 

The heaviest employment losses 
in January occurred in the non- 
manufacturing industry, down 
52,300 from the previous month, 
Wholesale and retail trade 


accounted for 34,800 of the de- | 


crease as traditional lay-offs fol- 
lowed the end of the year holiday 
season. Another 11,800 jobs were 
cut in contract construction as cold

The Report

The finance committee report distributed to voters 
during the past week, is one of the finest and most complete 
presentations ever offered to a community. 

The booklet contains all the information similar to past 
years, but is amplified and more informative. 

Most communities, with a finance committee or advisory 
board, annually publish their recommendations in pamphlet 
form reciting simply the recommendations for the guidance 
of voters going to town meeting. 

This year the Andover FinCom has offered a complete 
listing of their recommendations, those of the selectmen, 
and the planning board where required. 

Also provided is a so-called, “‘score-card,” to provide 
voters an opportunity to.keep a running tally of town meet- 
ing activities. 

Also noted, where applicable, are the necessary parliamen- 
tary procedures, such as a two-thirds vote being necessary 
to carry a particular article. 

Each and every article in the warrant contains a capsule 
explanation of what action is necessary. 

Maps are provided for guidance as to where zoning 
matters are being contemplated, or conservation land con- 
sidered, or water lines requested. 

The report this year, in addition to being advisory to the 
voters, is almost a primer for the voter, whether he be a 
native New Englander, or a newcomer to the town meeting 
system. 

There is even some historical lore contained therein, such 
as the appointment of a trustee of the Cornell fund, which 
is a bequest to the town dating back to 1893. 

The completeness of the report affords all voters an 
opportunity to be fully informed on the issues before going 
to town meeting. 

Such information, so readily available, could permit a 
smoother flow of action at town meeting. 


Deplorable 


Monday’s election turnout locally was deplorable. 

With 12,000 registered voters eligible to cast ballots, the 
annual selection of municipal leaders resulted in only a 35 
per cent representation. 

There were excuses about lack of issues, etc., accompany- 
ing the slim voter attention at the polls. 

But there were issues put forth by the candidates at 
‘meetings and coffee hours held during the campaign. 

Weather-wise, the day turned out to be suitable for 
getting to the polls. 

Apathetic is about the only way to describe the majority 
of Andover’s voters this year. 

The candidates deserved a better showing than that given 
them on Monday. 

One can only hope that conditions improve with state 
and national elections coming up this year. 

Local government is a most important operation and 
deserving of more than the minimal attention given it on 


Monday.

President Nixon has been to 
China.

We in Andover can do something 
about it. We can examine Mr. 
Nixon’s peace plan, clarifying to 
ourselves and to our friends which 
sections are fair to both sides, and 
which are designed merely to per- 
petuate the Thieu political 
machine.

The state Division of Fisheries 
and Game has begun the annual 
task of transporting 930,000 rain- 
bow, brook and brown trout to 
streams and ponds throughout the 
Commonwealth. 

For the avid, anxious angler, 
the fishing season opens April 15, 
just about six weeks from now. 


Home Landscape plantings will 
be fairly healthy despite our ab- 
normal winter weather. Warm 
temperatures have created bene- 
ficial conditions for some plants, 
but the normal winter hazards of 
plant breakage, root damage, and 
the killing of plant tissue have also 
occured. 

Due to the frequent warm 
temperatures and brief periods 
of strong winds, large areas of 
unfrozen soil have absorbed much 
water that would have normally 
run off into spring freshets. This 
will help provide summer moisture 
for deeply rooted trees and for 
wells and reservoirs. Well- 
watered roots will also prevent 
the leaves of laurel, hollies, and 
rhododendrons and the needles of 
hemlocks and other evergreens 
from becoming dry and brown. 

During the recent storms, 
branches bent and broke under 
the weight of heavy snow. To 
enable these plants to recover, 
you should immediately support 
the branches and trunks by ropes, 
guy wires, stakes or other simple 
methods.

One of every five Massachusetts 
communities is getting the short 
end of the state-aid stick. And 
the harder cities and towns try 
to comply with requirements to 
assess their property at its full 
value, the more they’ll suffer. 

This year, the state will hand 
out more than $300 million: 85 
percent of it to defray education 
costs, the rest to improve local 
streets and roads. 

Handouts are made on the basis 
of how much the state thinks a 
community’s land and property 
is worth. 

But in Amesbury, for example, 
homeowners last year paid $63 
million in property assessments 
while the state is reimbursing it 


‘ on the assumption that its homes 


bt land are only worth $45 mil- 
ion. 

And in Amherst, the ratio be- 
tween actual and state-assumed 
worth is even greater. Taxpayers 
there were, assessed last year 
for $136 million, while the state 
believes the town is worth only 
$85 million. 
~ This year, communities like 
these two are getting a break 
because the state will pay out 
proportionately more money to 
‘*poorer’’ towns. 

But as more and more com- 
munities follow state require- 
ments to assess property at its 
full value, these towns’ property 
taxes will climb while their state 
reimbursements stay the same. 

The Massachusetts Taxpayers 
Foundation sees ‘‘evidence of

What’s to be done about it? How 
can cities and towns try to equal- 
ize the property tax burden as 
much as possible while still getting 
all the state aid they deserve? 
_ The Taxpayers Foundation is 
pushing legislation requiring each 
community to publish more data on 
the way it assesses property andto 
compare this with sale prices of 
different classes of property. Now, 
local assessors don’t have to say 
how property sale prices compare 
with the supposed value, and 
neither does the state. The legis- 
lature’s Taxation Committee re- 
serves comment on the proposals 
‘until it can discuss them inexecu- 
tive session later in the year. 

Tax reformers are particularly 
concerned with even distribution 
as state and federal revenue- 
sharing proposals raise _ the 
possibility of more millions being 
channeled to communities by the 
Massachusetts Tax Commission. 

On the state front alone, pro- 
ceeds from the new lottery may 
be as high as $60 million next 
year while the new highway aid 
program returns one cent of the gas 
tax to cities and towns. 

By 1973, the state will be dis- 
tributing more than $350 million 
to communities. Tax reformers 


want to make sure that cities and: 


towns which obey the law and 
assess their property at full 100 
percent value get more than a 
smaller slice of the reimburse- 
ment pie in return. 

In Andover, the figures are about 
proper, according to the Mass. 
Taxpayers Association. 

In 1971, Andover had a total 
valuation of $299.9 million. In 
1970 the state felt the town’s 
assessed valuation was $200 mil- 
lion, thus Andover fared better 
proportionately than other com- 
munities. 

Andover has been on a guide- 
line of 100 percent assessed valua- 
tion of all real estate and conforms 
quite closely since revaluation in 
1958.

The trumpet may be called the 
‘*Soprano”’ of the brass choir. 


It is approximately one-third coni- 


cal and two-thirds cylindrical in 
bore, and the sounding range of 
the trumpet in B-flat is E-1 to 
C3. The trumpet in A sounds 
a step and one half lower than 
written, or one half step lower 
than the B-flat trumpet. There 
exist trumpets in C whichareused 
today in many symphony orches- 
tras, and which sound where 
written. The hybrid  cornet- 
trumpet model, usually in B-flat 
(and A), is the instrument most 
commonly heard. The larger pro- 
fessional symphony orchestras, 
however, seek to use the exact 
instrument called for in the com- 
poser’s score, or the one which is 
truly traditional, as in the old 
‘Bach’ and ‘‘Handel’ works. 
The trumpet’s sharp, brilliant, 
and imperious tone is of great 
value in solo passages, in build- 
ing up a ‘‘tutti,’? and heroic 
climaxes, as in the ‘‘Triumphal 
March”’ from Aida by Verdi. The 
trumpet is not confined to mili- 
tary-like calls and_ heroics, 
however, for it can play melodic 
and lyric passages as well. There 
are many different mutes available 
for the trumpeter, each producing 
its own peculiar effect. 

The cornet is shorter and 
stubbier than the trumpet and is 
about two-thirds conical and one- 
third cylindrical - the reverse of 
the true trumpet. It has a flatter 
and larger bell than the trumpet 
and a more mellow tone and great- 
er playing facility. The cornet is 
more often used abroad than in 
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our own symphony orchestras. The 
same is true of another close 
cousin of the bugle and trumpet 
family, the B-flat ‘‘flugelhorn,”’ 
which Ottorino Respighi uses so 
effectively in the ‘‘Appian Way” 
sections of his ‘‘pines of Rome.’’

IMS - Individualized Mathema- 
tics System - covers ten topics: 
numeration, addition, subtrac- 
tion, multiplicatica, division, 
fractions, mixed operations, 
money, time and measurement. 
Within each topic is a sequence 
of skills organized into nine levels 
of ability. There are 376 skill 
folders in the IMS Curriculum. 
Each skill folder contains 4 to 20 
or more pages. Various types of 
learning situations are provided 
in the skill folders from the 
manipulation of concrete materials 
to the understanding of absvract 
concepts. 

A student begins by taking place- 
ment tests to ascertain where he 
should begin work in each topic. 
He then takes a pre-test at this 
placement level to determine which 
skills he needs to work on. A 
prescription form directs him to 
the correct skill folder and pages 
in the folder. A post-test follows 
completion of this work. If he 
attains mastery level he continues 
on to the next topic. If he does 
not, he is recycled and given more 
work where needed. 

Thus, every student proceeds 
through the curriculum at varying 
rates of speed and accomplish- 
ment, each according to his own 
ability.

Young Chul Park came to the 
United States for scientific study, 
and work with NASA, in California, 
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leaving his fiance in Korea 
and she planned to join him in 
1961, and arranged to study for 
a library degree, after their mar 
riage. 


Their plans changed when Chul 
was given an opportunity to study 
in London, so Sue flew to be mar- 
ried in London, instead. Here she 
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earned her master. of library 
science degree at the University 
of London, and worked as a 
librarian in the university until 
their first daughter, Sora, was 
born. 

It was 1964 when the Parks re- 
turned to California to establish 
permanent residence, so they could 
apply for citizenship after five 
years had elapsed. By that time 
Pora and Marie had joined Sora. 
The Parks hurried to get their 
citizenship before he was sent to 
MIT this fall. Scientist Chul Park’s 
papers went through quickly, and 
he became a U.S. citizenlast sum- 
mer, but Sue’s papers did not move 
so quickly. 

Here the diminutive Sue Park 
laughs as she describes her phone 
calls trying to speed up the red 
tape andbecome naturalized before 
they moved. 

‘*T told them I had been the one 
to do all the work to fill out the 
application forms for both of us; 
his application had gone through 
and mine had not! I told the girl 
jokingly I was being discriminated 
against. She took me _ very 
seriously and got a higher official 
on the telephone who sounded 
serious and worried. We were 
able to arrange the first hearing 
out there, and transfer the papers 
to this area. Now it is all done 
and I am very happy.”’ 

Sue Park looked out the window 
at the falling snow and the trees 
and said, ‘‘Your town is both 
traditionally beautiful and pro- 
gressive.

The Board of Selectmen and 
Town Manager considered it de- 
sirable that Andover residents and 
businesses in the flood zone should 
have the opportunity of partici- 
pating in the subsidized flood in- 
surance program. Accordingly, 

,an application was developed and 
submitted to the Flood Insurance 
Administrator of the Housing and 
Urban Development Department. 

The application has been ap- 
proved, making all residents and 
businesses in the flood zone 
eligible to apply for the insurance 
through their own agent or broker. 
Historically, Andover has been 
subject to frequent spring flooding 
from the Merrimack and Shaw- 
sheen Rivers and fall flooding by 
hurricane. The areas most heavily 
affected by past floods are inShaw- 
sheen between Riverina Road and 
York Street, Balmoral Street, 
Carisbrooke Street, Argyle Street 

- and other streets in the vicinity 
of the Sacred Heart School, the 
Shawsheen Shopping C enter andthe 
Marland or Stevens mill location. 
Other sites that have been flooded 
border the Shawsheen River in 
Ballardvale and near Lowell Junc- 
tion and Fish Brook around the 
intersection of River and Chand- 
ler Roads.
